It was the Confederacy’s com- 
pulsion for states’ rights which 
was as much, if not more, 
sponsible for defeat than 
armies of Generals Grant and | 
Sherman. With each state jeal-| 
ously going its own way, more | 
often than not in outright oppo 
sition to the central government, | 
that government, its authority | 
defied by the states, had within | 
it at birth the seeds of its own | 
destruction. | 


We recently have seen NATO 
deteriorate close to a breaking | 
up. Each member nation, con- 
fronted with its own peculiar 
problems, insists on acting in 
what it conceives to be its own 
interests. This makes impossible 
a strong, central position. The 
presence of President Eisenhow- 
er made it possible to preserve 
for the time being this status quo. | 
But the seeds of destruction re-| 
main. 

The Russians, with a police | 
state, can, and do, move from | 
unity and wholly mobilized pow- 
er of propaganda or force. They | 
can, and do, order their educa- 
tional system to be what they 
want it to be. They can, and do. 
channel their economy into pro- 
duction of goods and equipment 
needed to carry out their’ plans. 
They also can, and do, silence 
their people, regiment them in 
industry, education and the arts. 


Lack of Unity 

It is this fact, set off against 
the other fact of Western lack of 
central unity, which makes the 
problem of dealing with Russia 
the more complex and difficult. 
The Soviets, being well aware of 
this, continually exploit the situ- 
ation to our great disadvantage. ’ 

Even though the NATO session 
agreed not to upset its concept— 
of a European defense against 
Russia — there were differences 
not easily quieted. Nor were 
these merely the obvious ones 
such as France’s anger with the 
United States over arms to Tu- 
nisia and her wish to have NATO 
provide unanimous endorsement 
of the French policy in Algeria. 

But deeper than these were the 
various ideas for meeting the 
Russian pressures and the vary- 
ing attitudes about discussions 
with the Soviets. We have seen 
the French in recent days threat- 
ening to bolt the NATO agree- 
ment and hold talks of their own. 
Even Britain, our stanchest ma- 
jor ally, is having difficulty hold- 
ing the line against pressure from 
her people. 


Military Differences 


Perhaps even more formi- 
dable are military differences 
which were openly § discussed, 
thouigh none came to the session’s 
floor. NATO is a combination of 
the Allied victors, Russia except- 
ed. It includes, of course, the lib- 
erated European countries such 
as Italy, France, Belgium, The 
Netherlands, Greece, etc. 

At issue is the military future. 
Should NATO troops be _ with- 
drawn from central Europe if the 
Russians would then agree to re- 
move their armies from their 
neighboring satellite countries 
and approve a unification of Ger- 
many? 

A unified Germany is regarded 
by many as a key to peace. But 
to almost as many, it is viewed 
as an open door to Communist 
penetration in central Europe. 

Withdrawal of NATO troops 
from Europe, with the Russian 
military forces withdrawn but a 
few miles from the Elbe River, 
would leave all of France, Italy, 
Belgium, The Netherlands, and 
the channel coast subject to im- 
mediate occupation by these 
troops in the event of a secret de- 
cision to move, or -a fast advance 
on the heels of a ‘Pearl Harbor” 
beginning of war. 

Nonetheless, there are power- 
ful sentiments within many of the 
NATO nations, including Great 
Britain, to try such a plan. 

Whether the Soviets would 
agree, of course, no one in NATO 
knows. They are aware these dif- 
ferences exist within NATO, mak- 
ing impossible any continuing 
central strength. 

There is no real sign the arms

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Two Needed Bills 
Gain More Support 


Public opinion continues to gather 
steam in support of compulsory driver 
training and a motor vehicle title regis- 
tration law. 

Among the many organizations sup- 
porting enactment of a driver training law 
are the Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, Federation of Business and Pro- 
fessional Women, Georgia Bar Assn., 
Georgia Junior Chamber of Commerce 
and DeKalb Chamber of Commerce. 


The horrible toll of automobile acci- 
dents is a grim reminder of the fact that 
driver education has been neglected. 

Georgia can and must pass legislation 
making it mandatory for youths to com- 
plete a driver education course before 
obtaining a license to operate an auto- 
mobile. The logical agency to handle the 
reins for the training is the public school 
system. 

The curricula admittedly is crowded. 
Nevertheless, the necessary course can be 
taught immediately after conclusion of 
regular school hours without working un- 
due hardship upon those concerned. Costs 
of the program and any inconveniences 
caused are indeed slight compared to the 
terrific price now being paid in loss of 
lives and in damage to property. 

Driver instruction classes have worked 
well on a voluntary basis in DeKalb 
County schools and with adequate plan- 
ning will do so elsewhere when made 
mandatory. 

As for the auto title law, numerous 
grand juries and civic organizations have 
recognized Georgia’s extreme laxness in 
this field and are urging immediate 
action. 

The Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, in advocating passage of a motor 
vehicle title registration law, pointed out 
that such a measure would be a safe- 
guard against purchasing a stolen Car, 
would help state and county officials de- 
termine ownership of vehicles for taxa- 
tion and in establishing responsibility for 
personal injuries and property damage. 

It also would serve to banish the prin- 
cipal reason why Georgia is regarded as 
both a hunting and dumping ground for 
stolen cars. 

Compulsory driver training and a 
strict auto title law are both measures 
which the public clearly wants the cage 
ary Legislature to act upon favorably . It 
should do so and abandon the lame ex- 
cuses that in the past have cropped up 
to block proposals that now have become 
absolute musts.

Could Stamp It Out 


Twenty years ago malaria was a great 
scourge in Georgia. The annual death toll 
was high. Certain south Georgia counties. 
the poorer ones, were often in pitiable 
condition insofar as the health of their 
residents was concerned. 

Today malaria no longer is a Georgia 
or Deep-South threat. In our state Robert 
W. Woodruff, who years ago acted as an 
organizer of a medical offensive against 
malaria. merits much of the credit for its 
practical elimination. Through him Em- 
ory University and the U. S. Department 
of Health set up special projects in Geor- 
gia. The campaign became southwide 
with admirable results. 

Today the World 
tion. a valuable adjunct of the United 
Nations, is coordinating with the Pan- 
American Sanitary Bureau of the Organi- 
zation of American States and the United 
States in an all-out attack on malaria 
around the world. The belief is it can be 
eliminated within 10 years, thus changing 
the lives of literally hundreds of millions 
of people. 

Malaria is still the world’s biggest 
single health problem, annually crip- 
pling and killing more persons than any 
other disease. Georgians, of older years, 
can appreciate the meaning of that, re- 
membering their own youth and the ter- 
ror of malaria’s chills and death.

Lacks an Opportunity 


Prof. Elizabeth Drews of Michigan 
State University, reporting on the back- 
grounds of 150 intellectually gifted chil- 
dren at the conclusion of a four-year sur- 
vey, bared some facts that should become 
guideposts. 

“The parents of these gifted adoles- 
cents are not, in general, a socially elite 
group,” she said. “Three-fourths of the 
fathers are laborers ... or hold lower- 
level white collar positions.” 

It will be interesting to see the heights 
these children scale if they are given an 
opportunity for a higher education. And 
should it be extended to most of them, it 
will be an exception to the rule. 

' Despite renewed emphasis upon the 
importance of education in this nation, too 
often the ability to pay rather than the

capacity to learn remains the ultimate 
yardstick determining whether or not 
certain youths go to college. 

There is an appalling waste of brain- 
power because of this unrealistic criteria 
which stresses dollars over ability. 

More scholarships must be provided 
by government and industry if they want 
to reap the benefits that only can be 
provided through trained leadership. 

One of the strong points brought out 
in the recent Brumbaugh report on the 
University of Georgia is the fact that it 
is a responsibility of a state university 
to hold costs to students at a minimum so 
that the largest number of qualified 
young people may attend. 

We need to change our sense of values 
in determining who goes to college and 
who doesn’t. This nation will never reach 
its full potential until opportunity is pro- 
vided for the talented to develop their 
mental assets instead of being forced to 
bury them because of lack of finances.

Foreign Aid Is Ranked 
As No. 1 U.S. Problem 


Aid to underdeveloped countries of 
the world is the biggest economic prob- 
lem facing the United States in the next 
20 years in the opinion of 48 leading U.S. 
and world political and economic experts 
in a survey conducted by the Committee 
for Economic Development. 

The report, released yesterday, fol- 
lowed a study by this independent re- 
search organization under a grant by the 
Ford Foundation. It included papers from 
such figures as Lester B. Pearson, Canad- 
ian Nobel Peace Prize winner; Jean Mon- 
net, former French Finance Minister; 
Paul-Henri Spaak, NATO secretary-gen- 
eral; J. Kenneth Galbraith, economic ad- 
viser to the Democratic National Commit- 
tee; Clarence B. Randall, former chair- 
man of Inland Steel Co., and many others. 

The outstanding fact of the report is 
that almost all of these leaders consider 
the problem of achieving a better balance 
in the wealth of the world as a major 
item in preserving Western civilization— 
the role in which history has cast the 
United States. 

The report comes on the eve of a con- 
gressional session in which the issue of 
foreign aid already is building up to a 
major fight. It comes at a time when the 
Russians are going all-out in offering such 
aid “without strings” to the free coun- 
tries of Asia and Africa. It comes at a 
period when Moscow is exerting every ef- 
fort to isolate the United States from its 
allies and laying long-range plans to take 
away our foreign markets and sources of 
raw materials. 

The formidable challenge to this coun- 
try is plain. The entire resources of the 
Communist world are being mobilized 
under a materialistic, atheistic despotism 
to dominate the world. If we fail to make 
the effort required to counter it, they will 
succeed. That is what the Committee for 
Economic Development study is saying. 

The 48 experts listed inflation and ur- 
ban redevelopment in that order as the 
most important economic problems facing 
this country. But the overwhelming con- 
sensus was that our own economic health 
and survival depended upon promoting a 
healthy economic climate in other areas of 
the world.

Judge Wright Shows 
How To Clear Docket 


Judge E. A. Wright of Fulton . Civil 
Court is performing an excellent service 
to the county in whacking the backlog 
of untried cases and preventing the ac- 
cumulation of another one. 

By sticking to a firm policy he has 
cleared nearly 1,000 cases from the docket 
in the last four months. 

His formula calls for acceptance of 
only strictly legal reasons as the basis 
for resetting dates for trials. It has 
brought results worthy of study by judges 
in other Georgia counties faced with a 
staggering list of untried lawsuits. 

Especially noteworthy is Judge Wright's 
refusal to grant postponement merely be- 
cause lawyers for each side had agreed to 
a delay. 

The Fulton jurist deserves commenda- 
tion for the efficient manner in which he 
is conducting the affairs of his court.

Under pressure from religious groups, the Census Bureau has de- 
cided not to ask Americans about their religions in the 1960 census. 
We think this is an extreme of bureaucratic timidity. Certainly it 
seems to us there is little logic behind the decision. 


These who objected had two 
reasons. They said, first, that it 
would violate the principle of sep- 
aration of church and state. How 
a few anonymous statistics are 
going to change the position of 
either state or church, we fail 
to see. 


Objectors said, secondly, that 
the question would violate the pri- 
vacy of conscience. We have no 
hesitation in requiring by law 
that people report the innermost 
details of their incomes, their oc- 
cupations, their color and sex and 
innumerable other personal mat- 
ters. We simply can’t believe any 
good church member would have 
to search his soul before indicat- 
ing his preference to a census 
taker. 

We are concerned, though, by 
the way groups use their influ- 
ence. The trick is to throw the 
weight of an organization with 
either a name or numbers behind 
it against someone or some or- 
ganization — a government agen- 
cy, pect of the press, or a corpo-

ration — that is at the point of 
dealing with a sensitive issue, 
particularly something involving 
“public morals.”’ It is done time 
after time to censor movies or to 
influence legislation. The result is 
to force the opinion of a minority 
onto the majority.

“Before I agree to pray,” 
he wrote, “answer the following 
five questions: What is prayer? 

Can you prove 
the value of prayer? How does one 
pray?

In a very fine 
speech which I heard the other 
night, Dean Charles Lester of 
Emory University was explaining 
the difference between ‘“‘black 
magic” and “white magic.”

White 
magic is using the forces of good 
for one’s own benefit. He went on 
to explain how many people 
think of religion merely as some- 
thing they can use. Many people 
think u* prayer merely as white 
magic. 

Prayer is not magic. Prayer is 
within the laws of the universe. 
The spiritual laws of the universe 
are as certain and sure as are 
the physical laws. Physical and 
spiritual laws work together; they 
are never in conflict. As Pierhal 
states it, “Although prayer is su- 
pernatural, it is not anti-natural.’’ 

Prayer is never a substitute for 
effort. A certain school boy failed

in his examinations. He was very 
much ‘surprised. The teacher in- 
quired how much he had studied 
and replied, “I did not study at 
all. I thought that if you ask God 
to help you that was all you had 
to do.” 


On the other hand, prayer is 
something beyond our efforts.

Eisenhower watched the vast ar- 
mada of 3,000 ships sailing across 
from Malta to the shores of Sicily 
for a great battle.

It seems to me that 
the most accurate measure is to 
take a look at the state of the At- 
lantic community at two compara- 
ble points in the last quarter cen- 
tury. 

Two such focal points would be 
12 years after World War I and 
12 years after World War II, 
which is now.

The immediate choice of the 
development program to pursue | 
is complicated by a common Pen- | 
tagon problem—fierce interservice 
rivalry.

The Air Force strongly favors 
making the initial plane a land- 


based turbo-jet. The nuclear heat 
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of its reactor would substitute for 
the combustion heat provided by 
chemical fuel in a conventional 
turbo-jet engine. 

Strategists in the Air Force see 
a multitude of uses for atomic 
airplanes up to and including low- 
level subsonic and high-level su- 
personic bombing missions. They 
envisage eventual use of such 
planes as platforms from which 
long-range ballistic missiles could 
be launched. 

The Navy prefers a waterbased 
turbine-propeller (turbo-prop) 


plane. The reactor heat would be 
used to drive turbines, which, in | 
turn, would drive propellers. | 

The Navy professes no immedi- 
ate interest in nearsonic or super- 
sonic offensive planes that would | 
require turbo-jet engines. 


The decisive advantage of a. 
nuclear-powered airplane over all | 
its competitors lies in one area— 
range. It has been said that its 
endurance would be limited only 
by the need to land periodically 
to enable the crew tc reenlist. 


Its endurance is awesome, but 
not quite so limitless as some- 
times imagined. At present, it is 
not technically feasible to protect 
the crew from all the reactor’s 
radiation. There are medical 
limits to the period a crew should 
be exposed to the level of radia- 
tion that cannot be contained. 

Furthermore, the reactor must 
be refueled occasionally, and it 
must be cleaned. Still, the nuclear 
plane’s endurance will be a mat- 
ter of days, rather than hours, as 
with chemically fueled planes. It 
will not have to take off from 
overseas bases or depend on mid- 
air refueling. 

To supporters of the program, 
this capability seems of such 
enormous utility that they can- 
not understand why some remain 
unconvinced.
